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The PREFACE. 


T hath been the wiſdom of the Church of Exgland, ever ſince the firſt 
compiling of her Publick Liturgy, to keep the mean between the two 
extremes, of too much ſtiffneſs in refuſing, and of too much eaſineſs in ad- 
| mitting any variation from it. For as on the one ſide common experience 
ſneweth, that where a change hath been made of things adviſedly eſta- 
| bliſhed (no evident neceffity ſo requiring) ſundry inconveniences have 
| thereupon enſued; and thoſe many times more, and greater than the evils 
that were intended to be remedied by ſuch change: So on the other ſide, 
the particular Forms of Divine worſhip, and the Rites and Ceremonies 
appointed to be uſed therein, beieg things in their own nature indiffe- 
rent, and alterable, and ſo acknowledged ; it is but reaſonable, that upon 
weighty and important confiderations, according to the various exi 
of times and occaſions, ſuch changes and alterations ſhould be made there- 
in, as to thoſe that are in place of Authority ſhould from time to time 
ſeem either neceſſary or expedient. Accordingly we find that in the Reigas 
of ſeveral Princes of bleſſed memory fince the Reformation; the Church 
upon juſt and weighty conſiderations her thereunto moving, hath yielded 
to make ſuch alterations in ſome particulars, as in their reſpective times 
were thought convenient: Yet ſo, as that the main Body and Efentials of 
it (as well in the chiefeſt materials, as in the frame and order thereof 
$ have ſtill continued the ſame unto this day, and do yet ſtand firm and 
1 


unſhaken, notwithſtanding all the vain attempts and impetuous affaults 
made againſt it, by ſuch men as are given to change, and have always diſ. 
covered a greater regard to their own private fancies and intereſts, than to 
that duty they owe to the publick. - gs 
By what undue means, and for what miſchievous purpoſes the uſe of the 
Liturgy (though enjoined by the Laws of the Land, and thoſe Laws never 
yet repealed) came, during the late unhappy confuſions, to be diſcontinued, 
is too well known to the world, and we are not willing here to remember. 
But when, upon his Majeſty's happy Reſtoration, it ſeemed probable that 


amongit other things, the uſe of the Liturgy aiſo would return of courſe | 


(the ſame having never been legally aboliſhed) unleſs ſome timely means 
were uſed to prevent it; thoſe men who under the late uſurped powers 
had made it a great part of their buſineſs to render the people diſaffected 
thereunto, ſaw themſelves in point of reputation and intereſt concerned 
(unleſs they would freely acknowledge themſelves to have erred, which 
ſuch men are very hardly brought to do) with their utmoſt endeavours 
to hinder the reſtitution thereof. In order whereunto divers Pamphlets 
were publiſhed againſt the Book of Common Prayer, the old objections 
muſtered up, with the addition of ſome new ones, more than formerly had 
been made, to make the number ſwell. In fine, great importunities were 


uſed to his Sacred Majeſty, that the ſaid Book might be reviſed, and ſuch 175 
Alterations therein, and Additions thereunto made, as ſhould be thought 25 
. requiſite for the eaſe of tender Conſciences: whereunto his Majeſty, out of 
his pious inclination to give ſatisfaction (fo far as could be reaſonably 
expected) to all his ſubjects of what perſuaſion ſoever, did graciouſly con- 


deſcend. 


In which review we have endeavoured to obſerve the like moderation, 
as we find to have been uſed in the like caſe in former times. And there. 


fore of the ſundry alterations propoſed unte us, we have rejected all ſuch 
as were either of dangerous conſequence (as ſecretly ſtriking at ſome eſta- 
bliſhed Doctrine, or laudable Practice of the Ch::zch of England, or indeed 
of the whole Catholick Church of Chriſt) or e fe of no conſequence at all, 
but utterly frivolous and vain. But ſuch Alterations, as were tendered to 
us (by what perſons, under what pretences, or to what purpoſe ſoever fo 
tendered) as ſeemed tous in any degree requiſite or expedient, we have 
willingly, and of our own accord affented unto: not enforced ſo to do by 
any ſtrength of Argument, convincing us of the neceſſity of making the 
ſaid Alterations: For we are fully perſuaded in our judgements (and we 
here profeſs it to the world) that the Book, as it ſtood before eftabliſhed 
by Law, doth not contain in it any thing contrary to the Word of God, 
or to ſound Doctrine, or which a godly man may not with a good Cons | 
ſcience uſe and ſubmit unto, or which is not fairly defenſible again any | 
that ſhall oppoſe the ſame; if it ſhall be allowed fuch juſt and favourable 
conſtruction as in common equity ought to be allowed to all human Wri- | 


tings, eſpecially ſuch as are ſet ſorth by Authority, and even to the very 7 


beſt Tranſlations of the holy Scripture itſelf, 


Our general aim therefore in this undertaking was, not to gratify this 
or that party in any their unreaſonable demands; but to do that, which to 
our beſt underſtandings, we conceived might moſt tend to the preſerva- my 
tion of Peace and Unity in the Church; the procuring of Reverence, and 
exciting of Piety and Devotion in the publick Worſhip of God; and the 8 


cutting off occaſion from them that ſeek occaſion of cavil or quarrel againſt 


the Liturgy of the Church. And as to the ſeveral variations from the for 
mer Book, whether by Alteration, Addition, or otherwiſe, it ſhall ſuffice | 
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Concerning the Service of the Church, 


to give this general account, That moft of the Alterations were made 

either tirit, for the better direction of them that are to officiate in any part 
of Divine Service; 3 which is chiefly done in the Calendars -and Rubricks 
Or ſecondly, for the more proper expreſſing of ſome words or phraſes of 
ancient uſage in terms more ſuitable to the language of the preſent 
times, and the clearer explanation of ſome other words and phraſes that 
were either of doubtful ſignifieation, or otherwiſe liable to miſconſtruction: 
Or thirdly, for a more perſect rendering of ſuch portions of holy Serip- 
ture, as are inſerted into the Liturgy ; which, in the Epiſtles and Goſe 
peis eſpecially, and in ſundry other places, are now ordered to be read Ace 
cording to the laſt Tranſlation: and that it was thought convenient, that 


| fome Prayers and Thankfgiving's fitted to ſpecial occakons,ſhould be added 
in their due places; particularly for thoſe at Sea, together with an office 
for the Baptiſm of ſuch as are of riper years; which, although not ſo 


neceſſary when the former Book was compiled, yet by the growth of Ana- 


# baptiſm, through the licentiouſneſs of the late times crept in amongſt us, 


is now become neceflary, and may be always uſeful for the baptizing of 


Natives in our Piantations, and others converted to the Faith. If any man 


who ſha l deſire a more particular account of the ſeveral Alterations in any 


part of the Liturgy, ſhall take the pains to compare the preſent Book with 


the former; we doubt not but the reaſon of the change may eaſily appear. 
And having thus endeavoured to diſcharge our duties in this weighty 


Affair, as in the ſight of God, and to approve our ſincerity therein (ſo far 


as lay in us) to the coniciences of all men; although we know it impoſſible 
(in ſuch variety of apprehenſions, humours, and intereſts, as are in the 
world) to pleaſe all; nor can expect that men of factious, peeviſh, and per- 
verſe ſpirits ſhould be ſatisfied with any thing that can be done in this kind) 
by any other than themſelves: Yet we have good hope, that what is here 


preſented, and hath been by the Convocations of both Provinces with great 


diligence examined and approved, will be alſo well accepted and approved 
by all ſober, peaceable, and truly conſcientious Sons of the Church of 
England.

Concerning 55 Service of the Church. 


: Ss HERE was never any thing by the wit of man ſo well deviſed, or ſo 


{ure eſtabliihed, which in continuance of time hath not been corrupt- 
ed: As, among other things, it may plainly appear by the Common Pray- 
ers in the Church, commonly called Divine Service. The firſt original and 


| ground whereof, if any man would ſearch out by the ancient Fathers, he 
== ſhall find that the ſame was not ordained but of a good purpoſe, and for 
a great advancement of godlineſs. For they ſo ordered the matter, that all 


the whole Bible, (or the greateſt part thereof) ſhou'd be read over once 


| every year; intending thereby that the Clergy, and eſpecially ſuch as 


were Miniſters in the congregation, ſhould (by often reading, and medi- 
tation in God's word) be ſtit red up to godlineſs themſelves, and be more 
able to exhort others by wholeſome doctrine, and to confute them that 
were adverſaries to the Truth; and further, that the people (by daily 
hearing of the holy Scripture read in theChurch) might continually profit 
more and more in the knowledge of God, and be the more inflamed with 

the love of his true Religion. 
But theſe many years paſſed, this godly and decent Order of the ancient 
Fathers, hath been ſo altered, broken and neglected, by OOO? in uncer- 
A3 2

tain Stories, and Legends, with multitude of Reſponds, Verſes, vain Re. 
petitions, Commemorations and Synedals; that commonly when any Book | 
of the Bible was begun, after three or four Chapters were read out, all the Wh 
reſt were unread. And in this ſort the Book of 1/aiab was begun in Advert, 
and the Book of Geneſis in Septuageſima; but they were only begun and 
never read through: After like ſort were other Books of holy Scripture 
uſed. And moreover, whereas St. Paul would have ſuch language ſpoken 
to the people in the Church, as they might underſtand, and have profit by 
hearing the ſame; the Service in this Church of England theſe many 
years hath been read in Latin to the people, which they underſtand not; | 
O that they haye heard with their ears only, and their heart, ſpirit and 
mind have not been edified thereby. And furthermore, notwithſtanding WW 
that the ancient Fathers, have divided the P/a/ms into ſeven Portions, 
whereofevery one was called a Nocturn: Now of late time a few of them 

have been daily ſaid, and the reſt utterly omitted. Moreover, the number 
. and hardneſs of the Rules called the Pie, and the manifold changings of the 
Service, was the cauſe that to turn the Book only was ſo hard and intricate Þ 
a matter, that many times there was more buſineſs to find out what ſhou'd 
be read, than to read it when it was found out. 
Theſe inconveniences therefore conſidered, here is ſet forth ſuch an | 
Order, whereby the ſame ſhall be redreſſed. And for a readineſs in this 
matter, here is drawn out a Calendar for that purpoſe, which is plain and 
_ eaſy tobe underſtood; wherein (ſo much as may be) the reading of holy | 
Scripture is ſo ſet forth, that all things ſhall be done in order, without 
breaking one piece from another. For this cauſe be cut off Anthems, Re- 


ſponds, Invitatories, and ſuch like things as did break the continual courſe 


of the reading of the Scripture. ge: 
Yet becauſe there is no remedy, but that of neceſſity there muſt be ſome 
Rules; therefore certain Rules are here ſet forth; which, as they are few 
in number, ſe they are plain and eaſy to be underitood. So that here you 
bave an Order for Prayer, and for the reading of the holy Scripture, much 


| agreeable to the mind and purpoſe of the old Fathers, and a great deal 
more profitable and commodious, than that which of late was uſed. It is 


more profitable, becauſe here are left out many things whereof ſome are 
untrue, ſome uncertain, ſome vain and ſuperſtitious; and nothing is or- 
dained to be read, but the very pure Word ef God, the holy Scripture, or 
that which is agreeable to the fame; and that in ſuch Language and Or- 
der as is moſt eaſy and plain for the underſtanding both of the Readers 


and Hearers. It is alſo more commodious, both for the ſhortneſs thereof, | 


ang for the plainneſs of the Order, and for that the Rules be few and 
Eaſy. | 7 
And whereas heretofore there hath been great diverſity in ſaying and 


finging in Churches within this Realm; ſome fol:owing Salisbury Uſe, 
ſo ereford Uſe, and ſome the Uſe of Bangor, ſome of York, ſome of 


- Lincoln; now from henceforth all the whole Realm ſhall have but one 


Uſe. | 
And foraſmuch as nothing can be ſo plainly ſet forth, but doubts may 


ariſe in the uſe and practice of the ſame; to appeaſe all ſuch diverſity (if 
any ariſe) and for the reſolution of all doubts concerning the manner how | 
to underſtand, do, and execute the things contained in this Book; the 
parties that ſo doubt, or diverſly take any thing, ſhall alway reſort to the 
Biſhop of the Dioceſe, who by his diſeretion ſhall take order for the quiet- WM 


ing and appealing of the ſame ; io that the ſame order be not contrary te

: 5. 3 any thing contained in this Book. And if the Biſhop of the Dioceſe be in 


doubt, then he may ſend for the reſolution to the Archbiſhop. 
6 Though it be appointed, That all things ſhall be read and ſung in the 


. church in the Engl Tongue, to the end that the Congregation may 
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« be thereby edified; yet it is not meant, but that when men ſay Morning 
and Evening Prayer privately, they may ſay the ſame in any language 


| © that they themſelves do underſtand, 


And all Priefts and Deacons are to ſay daily the Morning and Evening 
Prayer either privately or openly, not being let my ſickneſs, or ſome 
other urgent cauſe. 

« And the Curate that miniſtereth in every Pariſh-Church, or Chapel, 
6 being at home, and not heing otherwiſe reaſonably hindered, ſhall ſay 
« the ſame in the Pariſh-Church or Chapel where he miniſtereth, and 


| © ſhall cauſe a Bell to be tolled thereunto a convenient time before he begin, 
that the people may come to hear God's Word, and to pray with him.“

Of Ceremonies, Why ſome be aboliſhed, and ſame retained. 


F ſuch Ceremonies, as be uſed in the Church, and have had their begin- 
ning by the inftitution of man, ſome at the firſt were of godly intent 

and purpoſe deviſed, and yet at length turned to vanity and ſuperſtition z 
Some entered into the Church by undiſcreet Devotion, and ſuch zeal as 
was without knowledge; and for becauſe they were winked at in the be- 


& ginning, they grew daily to more and more Abuſes, which not only for 
| their unprofitableneſs, but alſo becauſe they have much blinded the peo- 
pale, and obſcured the Glory of God, are worthy to be cut away, and clean 


rejected: Other there be, which although they have beendeviſed by man, 
yet it is thought good to reſerve them ill, as well for a decent Order in 
the Church (for the which they were firſt deviſed) as becauſe they pertain 
to edification, whereunto all things done in the Church (as the Apoſtle 
teacheth) ought to be referred. 

And although the keeping or omitting of a Ceremony, in itſelf confider- 
ed, is but a ſmall thing; yet the wilful and contemptuous tranſgreſſion and 
breaking of a common Order and Diſcipline, is no ſmall offence before 
God. Let all things be done among you, ſaith Saint Paul, in a ſeemly and due 


order: The appointment of which Order pertaineth not to private men; 


therefore no man ought to take in hand, nor preſume to appoint or alter 
any publick or common Order in Chriſt's . except he be lawfully 
called and authorized thereunto. 


And whereas in this our time, the minds of men are ſo diverſe, that ſome 


1 think it a great matter of Conſcience to depart from a piece of the leaſt of 


their Ceremonies, they be ſo addicted to their old cuſtoms; and again on 


WT the other ſide, ſome be ſo new-fangied, that they would innovate all things; 


and ſo deſpiſe the old, that nothing can like them, but that is new: it was 
thought expedient, not ſo much to have reſpect how to pleaſe and ſatisfy 
either of theſe parties,as how to pleaſe God,and profit them both. And yet, 
leſt any man thould be offended whom good reaſon might ſatisfy, here be 
certain cauſes rendered, Why ſome of the accuſtomed Ceremonies be put 
away, and ſame retained and kept ſtill. 


Some are put away, becauſe the great exceſs and multitude of them hath 


ſo inereaſed in theſe latter days, that the burthen of them was intolerable ;

whereof Saint Auguſtine in his time complained, that they were grown to 


ſuch a number, that the eftate of Chriſtian people was in worſe caſe con. 


ecrning that matter, than were the Jews. And he counſelled that ſuch WM 
yoke and burden ſhould be taken away, as time would ſerve quietly to do it, 
But what would Saint 4ugu/tine have ſaid, if he had ſeen the Ceremonies ME 
of late days uſed among us; whereunto the multitude uſed in his time 
was not to be compared ? This our exceſſive multitude of Ceremonies was 
fo great, and many of them ſo dark, that they did more confound and dark. 
en, than declare and ſet forth Chriſt's benefits unto us. And beſides this, 
Chriſt's Goſpel is not a Ceremonial Law (as much of Mo/es' Law was) but 
at is a Religion to ſerve God, not in bondage of the figure or ſhadow but 
in the freedom of the Spirit; being content only with thoſe Ceremonies, 
which do ſerve to a decent Order and godly Diſcipline, and ſuch as be 
apt to ſtir up the dull mind of man to the remembrance of his duty to God, 
by ſome notable and fpecial fignification, whereby he might be edified, MR 
Furthermore, the mok weighty cauſe of the aboliſhment of certain Ceremo. 
nies was, That they were ſo far abuſed, partly by the ſuperſtitious blind. Mi 
neſs of the rude and unlearned, and partly by the unſatiable avarice of ſuch MM 
as ſought more their own lucre than the Glory of God, that the abuſes Wi 
could not well be taken away, the thing remaining ſtill. 8 
But now as concerning thoſe Perſons, which peradventure will be 


offended, for that ſome of the old Ceremonies are retained Kill; If they con- 
nder that without ſome Ceremonies it is not poſſible to keep any Order or 
quiet Diſcipline in the Church, they ſhall eaſily perceive juſt cauſe to re- 
form their judgements, And if they think much, that any of the od 
remain, and would rather have all deviſed anew: then ſuch men granting 
ſome Ceremonies convenient to be had, ſurely where the old may be 


well uſed, there they cannot reaſonably reprove the old only for their age, 
without bewraying of their own folly. For in ſuch a caſe they ought ra- 
ther to have reverence unto them for their Antiquity, if they will declare 
themſelves to be more ſtudious of Unity and Concord, than of Innovations 


and New-fangleneſs, which (as much as may be with true ſetting forth of Bl 
Chrift's Religion) is always to be eſch2wed. Furthermore, ſuch ſhall have 
no juſt cauſe with the Ceremonies reſerved to be offended. For as thoſe de 
taken away which were moſt abuſed, and did burden men's Conſciences Wi 
without any cauſe; ſo the other that remain, are retained for a Diſcipline 
and Order, which (upon juſt Cauſes) may be altered and changed, and 
therefore are not to be efteemed equal with God's Law. And moreover, 
they be neither dark nor dumb Ceremonies, but are ſo ſet forth, that every 


man may underſtand what they do mean, and to what uſe they do ſerve. MW 
So that it is not like that they in time to come ſhouid be abuſed as others 
Have been. And in theſe our doings we condemn no other Nations, nor ; 
preſcribe any thing but to our own people only: For we think it conve- Þ 
nient, that every Country ſnoul d uſe ſuch Ceremonies as they ſhall think 
beſt to the ſetting forth of God's Honour and Glory, and to the reducing 
of the people to a moſt perfect and godly living, without Error or Superſti- 
tion; and that they ſhould put away other things, which from time to time 
they perceive to be moſt abuſed, as in men's Ordinances it often chanceth 
giverſly in divers countries.

And they took counſel, and bought with them the 
potters' field to bury ſtrangers in. Wherefore that field was call- 


WE cd, The field of blood unto this day. (Then was fulfilled that 
W which was ſpoken by Jeremy the prophet, ſaying, And they 
took the thirty pieces of filver, the price of him that was va. 
lued, whom they of the children of Iſrael did value, and gave 
them for the potters* field, as the Lord appointed me.) And 
| Jeſus ſtood before the governor; and the governor aſked him, 


ſaying, Art thou the king of the Jews? And Jeſus ſaid unto 


him, Thou ſayeft. And when he was accuſed of the chief 


prieſts and elders, he anſwered nothing. Then ſaid Pilate unto 
him, Heareſt thou not how many things they witneſs againſt 
thee? And he anſwered him to never a word, inſomuch that 
the governor marvelled greatly. Now at that feaſt the gover- 


nor was wont to releaſe unto the people a priſoner, whom 


they would. And they had then a notable prifoner, called 


Barabbas. Therefore when they were gathered together, Pilate 
E ſaid unto them, Whom will ye that I releaſe unto you? Barab- 

bas, or Jeſus, which is called Chriſt? For he knew that for envy 
they had delivered him. When he was ſet down on the judge- 


mentſeat, his wife ſent unto him, ſaying, Have thou nothing 


to do with that juſt man: for I have ſuffered many things this 


day in a dream becauſe of him. But the chief prieſts and elders 
perſuaded the multitude that they ſhould aſk Barabbas, and 


| deſtroy Jeſus. The governor anſwered and ſaid unto them, 


Whether of the twain will ye that I releaſe unto you ? They 
ſaid, Barabhas. Pilate ſaith unto them, What ſhall I do then 
with Jeſus, which is called Chriſt?

And they ſpit upon him, and 
took the reed, and ſmote him on the head. And after that they

And 
as they came out they found a man of Cyrene, Simon by 
name; him they compelled to bear his croſs. And when they 
were come unto a place called Golgotha, that is to ſay, A place Wi 
of a ſcull, they gave him vinegar to drink mingled with gall; Wi 
and when he had taſted thereof, he would not drink. And they 
crucified him, and parted his garments, caſting lots : that it 
might be fulfilled which was ſpoken by the prophet, They 
parted my garments among them, and upon my veſture did 
they caſt lots. And fitting down, they watched him there : and 
ſet up over his head his accuſation written, THIS IS JESUS 
THE KING OF THE JEWS. Then were there two thieves 
crucified with him : one on the right hand, and another on the 
left. And they that paſſed by reviled him, wagging their heads, 
and ſaying, Thou that deſtroyeſt the temple, and buildeſt it in 
three days, ſave thyſelf : if thou be the Son of God, come down 
from the croſs. Likewiſe alſo the chief prieſts mocking him, with 
the ſcribes and elders, ſaid, He ſaved others, himſelf he cannot 
fave : if he be the King of Ifrael, let him now come down from 
the croſs, and we will believe him. He truſted in God ; let him 
deliver him now, if he will have him: for he ſaid, I am the Sonof 
God. The thieves alfo, which were crucified with him, caſt the 
fame in his teeth. Now from the fixth hour there was darkneſs 
over all the land, unto the ninth hour. And about the ninth hour 
Jeſus cried with a loud voice, ſaying, Eli, Eli, lama ſabacktham? 
that is to ſay, My God, my God, why haſt thou forſaken me? 
Some of them that ſtood there,when they heard that, ſaid, This 
man calleth for Elias. And ſtraightway one of them ran, and 
took a ſpunge, and filled it with vinegar, and put it on a reed, 
and gave him to drink. The reſt ſaid, Let be, let us ſee whether 
Elias will come to ſave him. Jeſus, when he had cried again 
with a loud voice, yielded up the ghoſt. And behold the vail 
of the temple was rent in twain, from the top to the bottom: 
and the earth did quake, and the rocks rent; and the graves 
were opened, and many bodies of ſaints which ſlept aroſe, and 
came out of the graves after his reſurrection, and went into the 
holy city, and appeared unto many.

And they ſmote him on the head with a reed, and did 
ſpit upon him, and bowing their knees, worſhipped him, 
And when they had mocked him, they took off the purple 
from him, and put his own clothes on him, and led him out 
to crucify him. And they compel one Simon a Cyrenian who 
paſſed by, coming out of the country, the father of Alexan. 
der and Rufus, to bear his croſs. And they bring him unto the 
place Golgotha,which is,being interpreted, The place of a ſcull. 
And they gave him to drink, wine mingled with myrrh; but 
he received it not. And when they had crucified him, they 
parted his garments, caſting lots upon them, what every man 
ſhould take. And itwas the third hour, and they crucified him, 
And the ſuperſcription of his accuſation was written over, 
THE KING OF THE JEWS. And with him theycrucify two 
thieves, the one on his right hand, and the other on his left. 
And the Scripture was fulfilled, which ſaith, And he was 
numbered with the tranſgreſſors. And they that paſſed by, 
railed on him, wagging their heads, and ſaying, Ah, thou that 
deftroyeſt the temple, and buildeſt it in three days, fave thy- 
ſelf, and come down from the croſs. Likewiſe alſo the chief 
prieſts mocking, ſaid among themſelves, with the ſcribes, He 
ſaved others; himſelf he cannot ſave. Let Chriſt the King of 
Ifrael deſcend now from the croſs, that we may ſee and be- 
heve. And they that were crucified with him, reviled him. 
And when the fixth hour was come, there was darkneſs over 
the whole land, until the ninth hour. And at the ninth hour 
_ Jeſus cried with a loud voice, ſaying, Eloi, Eli, lama ſabacktha- 
ni? which is, being interpreted, My God, my God, why 
haſt thou forſaken me ? And ſome of them that ſtood by, when 
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| Wedneſday before Bafter. 
they heard it, ſaid, Behold, he calleth Ekas. And one ran and 


aned a ſpunge full of vinegar, and put it on a reed, and gave 
him to drink, ſaying, Let alone; let us fee whether Elias will 
come to take him down. And Jeſus cried with a loud voice, 
and gave up the ghoſt. And the vail of the temple was rent in 


twain, from the top to the bottom. And when the centurion 
which ſtood over againſt him, ſaw that he fo cried out, and 


WT 7avc up the gheſt, he ſaid, Truly, this man was the Son of God.

| death of the teſtator : for a teſtament is of force after 
men are dead; otherwiſe it is of no ſtrength at all whilſt the 
teſtator liveth. Whereupon, neither the firſt teſtament was 


dedicated without blood: for when Mofes had ſpoken every - 


precept to all the people, according to the law, he took the 
blood of calves, and of goats, with water and ſcarlet wool, and 
hyſſop, and ſprinkled both the book and all the people, ſaying, 


This is the blood of the teſtament, which God hath enjoined 


unto you. Moreover, he ſprinkled likewiſe with blood both 
the tabernacle, and all the veſſels of the miniſtry. And almoſt 
all things are by the law purged with blood ; and without 
ſheddi ig of blood is no remiſſion. It was therefore neceſſary 
that the patterns of things in the heavens ſhould be purified 


with theſe; but the heavenly things themſelves with better 


facrifices than theſe. For Chriſt is not entered into the holy 
places made with hands, which are the figures of the true; but 
into heaven itſelf, now to appear in the preſence of God for 
us: nor yet that he ſhould offer himſelf often, as the high prieſt 


Nentereth into the holy place every year with blood of others: 


for then muſt he often have ſuffered ſince the foundation of 


the world : but now once in the end of the world, hath he ap- 


peared to put away fin by the facrifice of himſelf. And as it 
is appointed unto men once to die, but after this the judge. 
ment: ſo Chriſt was once offered to bear the ſins of many; 
and unto them that look for him, ſhall he appear the ſecond 
time without fin unto ſalvation. - 7 ;

OW the feaſt of unleavened bread drew nigh, which is 
ealled the paſſover. And the chief prieſts and ſcribes 


ought how they might kill him; for they feared the people. 


Then entered Satan into Judas, furnamed Iſcariot, being of 
the number of the twelve: and he went his way, and com- 
muned with the chief prieſts and captains how he might be-

pare us the paſſover, that we may eat. And they ſaid unto 
him, Where wilt thou that we prepare? and he ſaid unto 
them, Behold, when ye are entered into the city, there ſhall 2 
man meet you, bearing a pitcher of water; follow him into - 


the houſe where he entereth in; and ye ſhall ſay unto the 


good man of the houſe, The Maſter ſaith unto thee, Where is 
the gueſt chamber, where I ſhall eat the paſſover with my 
diſciples? And he ſhall ſhew you a large upper room furniſh. 
ed ; there make ready. And they went, and found as he had 
faid unto them: and they made ready the paſſover. And when 
he hour was come, he ſat down, and the twelve Apoſtle; 
with him. And he ſaid unto them, With defire I have deſired 
to eat this paſſover with you before I ſuffer : For I ſay unto 
you, I will not any more eat thereof, until it be fulfilled in the 
kingdom of God, And he took the cup, and gave thanks, and 
ſaid, Take this, and divide it among yourſelves : for I ſay unto 
you, I will not drink of the fruit of the vine, until the kingdom 
of God ſhall come. And he took bread, and gave thanks, and 
brake it, and gave unto them, faying, This is my body which 
is given for you; this do in remembrance of me. Likewiſe alſo 
the cup, after ſupper, ſaying, This cup is the new teſtament 
in my blood, which is ſhed for you. But, behold, the hand of 
him that betrayeth me is with me on the table. And truly the 
Son of man goeth, as it was determined; but woe unto that man 
by whom he is betrayed ! And they began to enquire among 
themſelves, which of them it was that ſhould do this thing. 

And there was alſo a ſtrife among them, which of them ſhould 
be accounted the greateſt. And he ſaid unto them, The kings 
of the Gentiles exerciſe lordſhip over them, and they that ex- 
erciſe authority upon them, are called benefactors. But ye ſhall 
not be ſo; but he that is greateſt among you, let him be as 
the younger; and he that is chief, as he that doth ſerve. For 
whether is greater, he that ſitteth at meat, or he that ſerveth 
Is not he that ſitteth at meat? but I am among you as he that 
ſerveth. Ye are they which have continued with me in my 
_ temptations. And I appoint unto you a kingdom as my Father 
hath appointed unto me; that ye may eat and drink at my 
table in my kingdom, and fit on thrones, judging the twelve 
tribes of Iſrael. And the Lord ſaid, Simon, Simon, behold, 


Satan hath deſired to have you, that he may ſift you as 50 
but 
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but I. have prayed for thee, that thy faith fail not: and when 
thou art converted, ſtrengthen thy brethren. And he ſaid unts 
| him, Lord, I am ready to go with thee, both into priſon and 
to death. And he ſaid, I tell thee, Peter, the cock thall not crow 
this day, before that thou ſhalt thrice deny that thou knoweſt 
me. And he ſaid unto them, When I ſent you without -purſe 
and ſcrip, and ſhoes, lacked ye any thing? And they ſaid, No- 
thing. Then ſaid he unto them, but now he that hath a purſe, 
Jet him take it, and likewiſe his ſcrip: and he that hath no 
ſword, let him ſell his garment, and buy one. For I fay unto 
| you, That this that is written, muſt yet be accompliſhed in me, 
And he was reckoned among the tranſgreſſors: for the things 
concerning me have an end. And they ſaid, Lord, behold, here 
are two ſwords. And he ſaid unto them, It is enough. And he 
came out, and went, as he was wont, to the mount of Olives ;_ 
and his diſciples alſo followed him. And when he was at the 
place, he ſaid unto them, Pray that ye enter not into tempta- 
| tion. And he was withdrawn from them about a ſtone's caſt, 
and kneeled down and prayed, ſaying, Father, if thou be will- 
ing, remove this cup from me: nevertheleſs, not my will, but 
thine be done. And there appeared an angel unto him from- 
heaven, ſtrengthening him. And being in an agony, he prayed 
more earneſtly ; and his ſweat was as it were great drops of 
blood ſalling down to the ground. And when he roſe up from 
prayer, and was come to his diſciples, he found them ſleeping 
tor ſorrow, and faid unto them, Why ſleep ye? riſe and pray, 
left ye enter into temptation. And while he yet ſpake, behold, 
4 multitude, and he that was called Judas, one of the twelve, 
went before them, and drew near unto Jeſus to kiſs him. But 
Jeſns ſaid unto him, Judas, betrayeſt thou the Son of man with 
| a kiſs? When they who were about him, ſaw what would 
follow, they ſaid unto him, Lord, ſhall we ſmite with the 
ſword? and one of them fmote a ſervant of the high prieft, 
and cut off his right ear. And Jeſus anſwered and ſaid, Suffer 
ye thus far, And he touched his ear, and healed him. 'Then 
Jeſus ſaid unto the chief prieſts and captains of the temple, and 
the elders who were come to him, Be ye come out as againſt 
a thief, with ſwords and ſtaves? When I was daily with you 
in the temple, ye ſtretched forth no hands againſt me: but 
this is your hour, and the power of darkneſs. Then took they 
him, and led him, and brought him into the high prieſt's houſe: 
and Peter followed afar off. And when they had kindled a fire 
in the midſt of the hall, and were ſet down together, Peter ſat 
down among them. But a certain maid beheld him as he ſat 
by the fire, and carneſtly looked upon him, and ſaid, This man 
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have heard of his own mouth. 


Thurſday before after. 
was alſo with him. And he denied him, ſaying, Woman,! 
know him not. And after a little while another ſaw him, and 


ſaid, Thou art alſo of them. And Peter ſaid, Man I am not. And 


about the ſpace of one hour after another confidently affirmed, 
ſaying, Of a truth this fellow alſo was with him; for he is 
Galilean. And Peter ſaid, Man I know not what thou ſayeſ}, 
And immediately, while he yet ſpake, the cock crew. And 
the Lord turned, and looked upon Peter; and Peter remember. 
ed the word of the Lord, how he had ſaid unto him, Before the 
cock crow, thou ſhalt deny me thrice. And Peter went out and 


wept bitterly. And the men that held Jeſus mocked him, and 


ſmote him. And when they had blindfolded him, they ſtruck 


him on the face, and aſked him, ſaying, Propheſy, who is it 


that ſmote thee ? and many other things blaſphemouſly ſpake 
they againſt him. And as ſoon as it was day, the elders of the 


people and the chief prieſts and the ſcribes came together, and 


led him into their council, ſaying, Art thou the Chriſt ? tell 
us. And he ſaid unto them, If I tell you, ye will not believe: 
and if I alſo aſk you, ye will not anſwer me, nor let me go. 


 Hereafter ſhall the Son of man fit on the right hand of the 


power of God. Then faid they all, Art thou then the Son of 


God? And he ſaid unto them, Ye ſay that I am. And they 


ſaid, What need we any further witneſs? for we ourſelves

1 this that I declare unto you I praiſe you not; that ye 

come together, not for the better, but for the worſe. For 
firſt of all, when ye come together in the church, I hear that 
there be diviſions among you; and I partly believe it.

this my body, which is broken for you: this do in remem- 
brance of me. After the ſame manner alſo he took the cup, 
when he had ſupped, ſaying, This cup is the new teſtament | 
| | | u c : io 
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in my blood; this do ye, as oft as ye drink it, in remembrance 


of me. For as often as ye eat this bread, and drink this cup, 
ye do ſhew the Lord's death till he come. Wherefore, who- 
ſoever ſhall eat this bread, and drink this cup of the Lord un- 
worthily, fhall be guilty of the bedy and blood of the Lord. 
But let a man examine himſelf, and ſo let him eat of that bread, 


and drink of that cup. For he that eateth and drinketh un- 


worthily, eateth and drinketh damnation to himſelf, not diſ- 
cerning the Lord's body. For this cauſe many are weak and 
ſickly among you, and many ſleep. For if we would judge our- 
ſelves, we ſhould not be judged. But when we are judged, we 
are chaſtened of the Lord, that we ſhould not be condemned 
with the world. Wherefore, my brethren, when ye come toge- 
ther to cat, tarry one for another. And if any man hunger, let 
him eat at home; that ye come not together unto condemna- 
tion. And the reſt will I fet in order when I come. 


HE whole multitude of them aroſe, and led him un- 


to Pilate, and they began to accuſe him, ſaying, We found 


this fellow perverting the nation, and forbidding to give tri- 


bute to Ceſar, ſaying, That he himſelf is Chriſt a King. And 
Pilate aſked him, ſaying, Art thou the King of the Jews? And 
he anſwered him, and ſaid, Thou ſayeſt it. Then faid Pilate to 
the chief prieſts, and to the people, I find no fault in this man. 
And they were the more fierce, ſaying, He ſtirreth up the peo- 
ple, teaching throughout all Jewry, beginning from Galilee to 
this place. When Pilate heard of Galilee, he aſked whether the 
man werea Galilean? And as ſoon as he knew that he belonged 
unto Herod's juriſdiction, he ſent him to Herod, who himſelf 
was alſo at Jeruſalem at that time. And when Herod ſaw Jeſus 
he was exceeding glad; for he was deſirous to ſee him of a long 
ſeaſon, becauſe he had heard many things of him; and he hoped 

to have ſeen ſome miracle done by him. Then he queſtioned 

with him in many words ; but he anſwered him nothing. And 
the chief prieſts and ſcribes ſtood and vehemently accuſed him. 
And Herod with his men of war ſet him at nought, and mocked 
him, and arrayed him in a gorgeous robe, and ſent him again 


to Pilate, And the ſame day Pilate and Herod were made 


friends together; for before they were at enmity between them- 
ſelves. And Pilate, when he had called together the chief prieſts, 
and the rulers, and the people, ſaid unto them, Ye have 
brought this man unto me, as one that perverteth the people; 
and behold, T having examined him before you, have found no 
fault in this man, touching thoſe things whereof ye accuſe him: 
No, nor yet Herod: for I ſent you to lim; and lo, nothing

worthy of death is done unto him. I will therefore chaſtiſ 
him, and releaſe him. For of neceſſity he muſt releaſe one unto 
them at the feaſt. And they cried out all at once, ſaying, Away 
with this man, and releaſe unto us Barabbas : (who for 2 
certain ſedition made in the city, and for murder, was caſt 
into. priſon.) Pilate therefore willing to releaſe Jeſus, ſpake 
again to them. But they cried, ſaying,Crucify him, crucify him, 
And he ſaid unto them the third time, Why, what evil hath he 
done? I have found no cauſe of death in him : I will therefore 
chaſtiſe him, and let him go. And they were inſtant with 
loud voices, requiring that he might be crucified. And the 
voices of them and of the chief prieſts prevailed. And Pilate 
gave ſentence, that it ſhould be as they required, And he res 
leaſed unto them him that for ſ:dition and murder was caſt 
into priſon, whom they efired ; but he delivered Jeſus 
to their will. And as they led him away, they laid hold upon 
one Simon, a Cyrenian, coming out of the country, and on him 
they laid the croſs, that he might bear it after Jeſus. And 
there followed him a great company of people, and of women, 
who alſo bewailed and lamented him. But Jeſus turning unto 
them, ſaid, Daughters of Jeruſalem, weep not for me, but weep 
{ Yer yourſelves, and for your children. For, behold, the days 

are coming, in the which they ſhall ſay, Bleſſed are the barren, . 

and the wombs that never bare, and the paps which never gave 
ſack. Then ſhall they begin to ſay to the mountains, Fall on 
us; and to the hills, Cover us. For if they do theſe things in a 
green tree, what ſhall be done in the dry? And there were 
alſo two other malefactors led with him to be put to death, 
And when they were come to the place which is called Cal- 
vary, there they crucified him, and the malefactors; one on 
the right hand, and the other on the left. Then ſaid Jeſus, 
Father, forgive them, for they know not what they do. And 
they parted his raiment, and caſt lots. And the people ſtood 
beholding x and the rulers alſo with them derided him, ſaying, 
He faved others ; let him ſave himſelf, if he be Chriſt, the 
choſen of God.

ice for fins, for ever ſat down on the right hand of God; 


from henceforth expecting till his enemies be made his foot- 
ſtool. For by one offering he hath perfected for ever them 
that are ſanctified; whereof the Holy Ghoſt alſo is a witneſs 
to us: For after that he had ſaid before, This is the covenant that 
Iwill make with them after thoſe days, ſaith the Lord, I will 
put my laws into their hearts, and in their minds will I write 
them; and their fins and iniquities will I remember no 


more. Now where remiſſion of theſe is, there is no more 


offering for fin. Having therefore, brethren, boldneſs to enter 
Into the holieſt by the blood of Jeſus, by a new and living way, 
which he hath conſecrated for us through the vail, that is to 
ſay, his fleſh : and having an High Prieſt over the houſe of 
God; let us draw near with a true heart, in full aſſurance of

Then ſaith 
Pilate unto him, Speakeſt thou not unto me? Knoweſt thou 
not that I have power to crucify thee, and have power to releaſe 
thee ? Jeſus anſwered, Thou couldeſt have no power at all a- 
| gainſt me, except it were given thee from above: therefore he 


W that delivered me unto thee hath the greater fin. And from 


thenceforth Pilate ſought to releaſe him : but the Jews cried 
cut, ſaying, If theu let this man go, thou art not Ceſar's friend: 
| whoſoever maketh himſelf a King ſpeaketh againſt Ceſar. 
When Pilate therefore heard that ſaying, he brought Jeſus 
forth,and ſat downin the judgement ſeat in a place that is call- 
ed the Pavement, but in the Hebrew, Gabbatha. And it was.

Then delivered he him there- 
fore unto them to be crucified: and they took Jeſus, and led him 
away. And he bearing his croſs, went forth into a place called, 
The place of a ſcull, which is called in the Hebrew, Golgo- 
tha: where they crucified him, and two other with him, on ei- 
ther fide one, and Jeſus in the midſt. And Pilage wrote a title, 
and put it on the croſs ; and the writing was JESUS OF NA- 


ZARETH THE KING OF THE JEWS. This title then 


read many of the Jews : for the place where Jefus was cru- 
cified was nigh to the city : and it was written in Hebrew, and 
Greek, and Latin. Then ſaid the chief prieſts of the Jews to Pi- 


late, Write not, The King of the Jews; but that he ſaid, I am 


King of the Jews. Pilate anſwered, What I have written, I 
have written. Then the ſoldiers, when they had crucified Jeſus, 
took his garments, and made four parts; to every ſoldier a 
part: and alſo his coat: now the coat was without ſeam,woven 
tomthe top throughout. Theyſaid therefore among themſelves, 
Let us not rend it, but caſt lots for it, whoſe it ſhall be: that 
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Zaſter Even. 
the Scripture might be fulfilled, which ſaith, They parted my 
raiment among them, and for my veſture they did caſt lots, 
Theſe things therefore the ſoldiers did. Now there ſtood by 
the croſs of Jeſus, his mother, and his mother's ſiſter, Ma 
the wife of Cleophas, and Mary Magdalene. When Jeſus there. 

fore ſaw his mother, and the diſciple ſtanding by whom he 
loved, he ſaith unto his mother, Woman, behold thy ſon. Then 
ſaith he to the diſciple, Behold thy mother, And from that hour 
that diſciple took her unto his own home. After this Jeſus, 
knowing that. all things were now accompliſhed, that the 
Scripture might be fulfilled, ſaith, I thirſt. Now there was ſet 
a veſſel full of vinegar : and they filled a ſpunge with vine. 
gar, and put it upon hyſſop, and put it to his mouth. When 
Jeſus therefore had received the vinegar, he ſaid, It is finiſhed; 
and he bowed his head, and gave up the ghoſt. The Jews. 
therefore, becauſe it was the preparation, that the bodies 
mould not remain upon the croſs on the ſabbath day (for 
that ſabbath day was an high day) beſought Pilate that their 
legs might be broken, and that they might be taken away. Then 
came the ſoldiers, and brake the legs of the firſt, and of the other 
which was crucified with him. But when they came to Jeſus, 
and ſaw that he was dead already, they brake not his legs. But 
one of the ſoldiers with his ſpear pierced his fide, and forthwith 
came there out blood and water. And he that ſaw it bare record, 
and his record is true: and he knoweth that he ſaith true, that 
ye might believe. For theſe things were done, that the Scrip- 
ture ſhould be fulfilled, A bone of him ſhall not be broken, 
And again, another Scripture ſaith, They ſhall look on him 
whom they pierced. | |

that he was alive. And certain of them which were with us, 
went to the ſepulchre, and found it even ſo as the women had 
faid ; but him they ſaw not. Then he ſaid unto them, O fools, 


and flow of heart to believe all that the prophets have ſpoken! 


ought not Chriſt to have ſuffered theſe things, and to enter in- 
to his glory? And beginning at Moſes. and all the prophets, 
he.expounded unto them in all the Scriptures the things con- 
cerning himſelf.

« And if any of thoſe be an open and notorious evil liver, or Have 


done any wrong to his neighbours by wvord or deed, ſo that the 
Congregation be thereby offended; the Curate having kneawledge 
thereof, fall call him and advertiſe him, that in any wiſe he 

reſume not to come to the Lord's Table, until he hath openly 
declared himſelf to have truly repented and amended his former 


naughty life, that the Congregation may thereby be ſatisficd, 


which before uvere offended; and that he hath recompenſed the 
arties to whom he hath done wrong ; or at leaſt declare himſelf 
tobe in full purpoſe ſo to do, as ſoon as he conveniently may. 


Die ſame Order frall the Curate uſe with thoſe betauixt whom he 


perceiveth malice and hatred to reign; not ſuffering them to be 
partakers of the Lord's Table, until he know them to be reconcil- 
ed.

Baptiſm ſhould not be adminiſtered but upon Sundays, and 
ether Holy-days, when the moſt number of People come together: a 
evell for that the Congregation there preſent may teſtify the receiving 
them, that be newoly baptized into the number of Chriſt” s Church; 
as alſo becauſe in the Baptiſm of infants, every man preſent may 
be put in remembrance of his «wn profeſſion made to God in his 
Baptiſm. For which cauſe alſs it is expedient, that Baptiſm be 
miniſtered in the Vulgar Tongue. Nevertheleſs (if neceſſity ſo 
require) Children may be baptized upon apy ather day. 

And note, That there ſhall be for every Male Child to be baptized, 
tevo Godfathers and one Godmether ;: And for every Female, one

1 proteſt by your rejoicing, which 1 have in Chriſt Jeſus our 
Lord, I die daily. If after the manner of men I have fought 
with beaſts at Epheſus, what advantageth it me, if the dead riſe 
not? Let us eat and drink: for to morrow we die. Be not de- 

ceived; evil communications corrupt good manners. Awake 
to righteouſneſs, and ſin not: for ſome have not the know- 

Jedge of God. I ſpeak this to your ſhame, But ſome man will 
ſay, How are the dead raifed up? and with what body do 

they come? Thou fool, that which thou ſoweſt is not quick- 
ened except it die. And that which thou ſoweſt, thou ſow- 
eft not that body that ſhall be, but bare grain, it may chance 
of wheat, or of ſome other grain. But God giveth it a body as 
it hath pleaſed him, and to every ſeed his own body. All fleſh 
is not the ſame fleſh: but there is one kind cf fieſh of men, 
another fleſh of beaſts, another of fiſhes, and another of birds. 
There are alſo celeſtial bodies, and bodies terreſtrial : but 
the glory of the celeſtial is one, and the glory of the terreſtrial 
is another, There is one glory of the ſun, and another glory 
of the moon, and another glory of the ſtars : for one ſtar dif- 
fereth from another ſtar in glory. So alſo is the reſurrection of 
the dead. It is ſown in corruption, it is raiſed in incorruption: 
it is ſown in diſhonour, it is raiſed in glory: it is ſown in 
weaknels, it is raiſed in power: it is ſown a natural body, it 
is raiſed a ſpiritual body. There is a natural body, and there 
is a ſpiritual body. And ſo it is written, the firſt man Adam 
was made a living ſoul, the laſt Adam was made a quickening 
ſpirit. Howbeit, that was not firſt, which is ſpiritual, but that 
which is natural; and afterward that which is ſpiritual. The 

firſt man is of the earth, earthy : the ſecond man is the Lord 

from heaven. As is the earthy, ſuch are they that are earthy ; 

and as is the heavenly, ſuch are they alſo that are heavenly. 
And as we have borne the image of the earthy, we ſhall alſo. 
bear the image of the heavenly. Now this I ſay, brethren, that | 
fleſh and blood cannot inherit the kingdom of God; neither 
doth corruption inherit incorruption. Behold, I ſhew you a 
myſtery 3 ; We ſhall not all ſleep, but we ſhall "all be changed

HRIST i in the truth of our nature was made like unto us

He came to 
be the Lamb without ſpot, who by ſacrifice of himſelf once 
made, ſhould take away the fins. of the world: and fin (as 
St. John ſaith) was not in him. But all we the reſt (although 
baptized and born again in Chriſt) yet offend in many things,

XVI. Of fn aſhes Baptiſm. 

OT every deadly fin willingly committed after Bap- 
tiſm, is fin againſt the Holy Ghoſt, and unpardonable.

XVII. Of Predeſtination and Election. 
PARedetiination to life is the everlaſting purpoſe of God, 
whereby (before the foundations of the world were laid) 
he hath conſtantly decreed by his counſel, ſecret to us, to 
deliver from curſe and damnation thoſe whom he hath cho- 
ſen in Chriſt out of mankind, and to bring them by Chriſt 
to everlaſting ſalvation, as veſſels made to honour. Wherefore, ' 
they which be endued with ſo excellent a benefit of God, 
be called according to God's purpoſe by his Spirit working 
in due ſeaſon: they through grace obey the calling: they be 
juſtified freely: they be made ſons of God by adoption: 
they be made like the image of his onlybegotten Son Jeſus ' 
Chriſt : they walk religiouſly in good works, and at length by 
God's mercy, they attain to everlaſting felicity. 

As the godly confideration of Predeſtination, and our Elec- 
tion in Chriſt is full of ſweet, pleaſant, and unſpeakable com- 
fort to godly perſons, and ſuch as feel in themſelves the 
working of the Spirit of Chriſt, mortifying the works of the 
fleſh, and their earthly members, and drawing up their mind 
to high and heavenly things; as well becauſe it doth greatly 

eftabliſh and confirm their faith of eternal ſalvation, to be 
enjoyed through Chriſt, as becauſe it doth fervently kindle 
their love towards God: So, for curious and carnal perſons, | 
lacking the Spirit of Chrift, to have continually before their 
eyes the Sentence of God's Predeſtination, is a moit danger- 
ous downfal, whereby the Devil doth thruſt them either 
into deſperation, or into wretchleſsneſs of moſt unclean liv- 
ing, no lefs perilous than deſperation. Furthermore, we muſt 
receive God's promiſes in ſuch wiſe, as they be generally ſet 
forth to us in Holy Scripture: And in our doings, that 
Will of God is to be followed, which we have expreſly de- 
clared unto us in the Word of God. 
XVIII. Of obtaining eternal Salvation only by the Name of Chriſt. 
HEY alſo are to be had accurſed, that preſume to 
ſay, that every man ſhall be ſaved by the Law or Sect 
which he profeſſeth, ſo that he be diligent to frame his life 
according to that Law, and the Light of Nature. For holy 
_ Scripture doth ſet out unto us only the Name of Jeſus Chriſt, 
whereby men mult be ſaved. 
XIX. Of the Church. #1 
HE viſible Church of Chriſt is a congregation of faithful. f 
men, in the which the pure Word of God is preached, and 
the Sacraments be duly miniſtered according to Chriſt's 
ordinance, in all thofe things that of e are requiſite to 
the ſame.

As the Church of Hieruſalem, Alexandria, and Antioch, have 


erred; ſo alſo the Church of Rome hath erred, not only in 


their Being and manner of Ceremonies, but alſo in matters of 
F aith. 
XX. Of the Authority of the Church. 
HE Church hath power to decree Rites or Ceremonies, 
and Authority in controverſies of Faith; and yet it 
is not lawful for the Church to ordain any thing that is 


contrary to God's Word written; neither may it ſo expound | 


one place of Scripture that it be repugnant to another. Where- 
fore although the Church be a Witneſs and a Keeper of 
Holy Writ, yet as it ought not to decree any thing againſt 
the ſame, ſo beſides the ſame ought it not to enforce any 


thing to be believed for neceſſity of ſalvation. 


XXI. Of the Authority of General Councils. 
Eneral Councils may not be gathered together without 
the Commandment and Will of Princes. And when they 
be gathered together, (foraſmuch as they be an aſſembly of 
men, whereof all be not governed with the Spirit and Word 
of God) they may err, and ſometimes have erred, even in 
things pertaining unto God. Wherefore things ordained by 
them as neceſſary to ſalvation, have neither ſtrength nor au- 


thority, unleſs it may be declared that they be en our of

HE Romiſh doctrine concerning Purgatory, Pardons,

i. Of Miniftering in the Congregation. 

TJ" is not lawful for any man to take upon him the Office 

of publick preaching, or miniſtering the Sacraments in 
the Congregation, before he be lawfully called, and ſent to 
execute the ſame. And thoſe we ought to judge lawfully 
called and ſent, which be choſen and called to this work by 
men, who have publick authority given unto them in the con- 
gregation, to call and fend Miniſters into the Lord's vineyard.

Thoſe five commonly called 3 that is to ſay, 
Confirmation, Penance, Orders, Matrimony, and extreme 
Unction, are not to be counted for Sacraments of the Goſ- 
pe}, being ſuch as have grown, partly of the corrupt follow- 

ing of the Apoſtles, partly are ſtates of life allowed in the. 
Scriptures: but yet have not like nature of Sacraments with 
Baptiſm and the Lord's Supper; for that they have not any vi- 
ſible ſign or ceremony ordained of God. 


The Sacraments were not ordained ef Chriſt to be gazed 

8 or to be carried about, but that we ſhould duly uſe 

them. And in ſuch only, as worthily receive the ſame, 

they have a wholeſome effe& or operation : but they that 

receive them unworthily, purchaſe to themſelves damna- 
tion, as Saint Paul ſaith, 


XXVI. Of the unworthineſs ef the Mix iſters zohich hinders not os ; 
effect of the Sacraments. 
Lthough in the viſible Church the evil be ever fningled 

| with the good, and ſametimes the evil have chief au- 
thority i in the miniſtration of the Word and Sacraments : yet 
foraſmuch as they do not the ſame in their own name, 
but in Chriſt's, and do miniſter by his commiſſion and au- 
TROL we may uſe'their miniſtry, both in hearing the word. 
of God, and in receiving of the Sacraments. Neither is the 
effect of Chriſt's ordinance taken away by their wickedneſs, 
nor the grace of God's gifts diminiſhed from ſuch, as by 
faith, and rightly do receive the Sacraments miniſtered unto 
them; which be effectual, becauſe of Chriſt's inſtitution 
and promiſe, although they be miniſtered by evil men. 
Nevertheleſs, it appertaineth to the diſcipline of the Church, 

| that enquiry be made of*evil Miniſters, and that. they be 
accuſcd by thoſe that have knowledge of their Offences: and 

finally being ſound guilty, by juſt judgement be depoſed.

XXVII. Of Baptiſm. 

aptiſm 3 is not only a ſign of profeſſion, and mark of diffe- 

rence, whereby Chriſtian men are diſcerned from others 
that be not chriſtened: but it is alſo a ſign of Regenera- 
tion, or new Birth, whereby, as by an inſtrument, they that 
receive Baptiſm rightly are grafted into the Church : the pro- 
miſes of the forgiveneſs of fin, and of our adoption to be 
the ſons of God by the Holy Ghoft, are viſibly figned and 
ſealed; faith is confirmed, and grace increaſed by virtue of 
prayer unto God. The Baptiſm of young Children is in 
any wiſe to be retained in the Church, as moſt e 
with the inſtitution of Chriſt. 

XXVIII. Of the Lord's ſupper. 

HE Supper of the Lord is not only a Sign of the love 

that Chriftians ought to have among themſelves one 
to another; but rather is a Sacrament of our redemption 
by Chriſt's death: inſomuch, that to ſuch as rightly, wor- 
thily, and with faith receive the ſame, the bread which we 
break is a partaking of the body of Chriſt; and likewiſe the 
cup of bleſſing is a partaking of the blood of Chriſt, 

Tranſubſtantiation (or the change of the ſubſtance of bread 
and wine) in the Supper of the Lord, cannot be proved by - 
holy Writ; but is repugnant to the plain words of Scripture, 
overthroweth the nature of a Sacrament, and hath given 
occaſion to many ſuperſtitions. 

The body of Chriſt is given, taken, and eaten in the ſup- ; 
per, only after an heavenly and ſpiritual manner. And the 
mean whereby the body of Chriſt is received and eaten in 
the Supper, is Faith. 

The Sacrament of the Lord's Supper was not by Chriſt's 
ordinance reſerved, carried about, lifted up, or worſhipped. 


XXIX. Of the wicked, which do not eat the body of Chriſt in the 
 wſe of the Lord's Supper. 
HE wicked, and ſuch as be void of a lively faith, al- 
though they do carnally and viſibly preſs with their 
teeth (as Saint Auguſtine faith) the Sacrament of the body and 
blood of Chriſt; yet in no wiſe are they partakers of Chriſt:

Law, either to vow the eſtate of ſingle life, or to abſtain 
from marriage: therefore it is lawful for them, as for all 
other Chriſtian men to marry at their own diſcretion, as they 
ſhall judge the ſame to ſerve better to godlineſs. - 
XXXIII. Of excommunicate Perſons, how they are to be 3 
HAT Perſon which by open denunciation of the Church, 
is rightly cut off from the unity of the Church, and 
excommunicated, ought to be taken of the whole multitude 
of the faithful, as an Heathen and Publican, until he be 
openly reconciled by penance, and received into the Church 
by a judge that hath authority thereunto. 
| XXXIV. Of the Traditions of the Church. | 
T is not neceſſary that Traditions and Ceremonies be in 
all places one, or utterly like; for at all times they have 
been diverſe, and may be changed according to the diver- 
ſities of countries, times, and men's manners, ſo that 
nothing be ordained againſt God's Word. Whoſoever through 
his private judgement, willingly and purpoſely doth openly 
break the Traditions and Ceremonies of the Church, which 
be not repugnant to the word of God, and be ordained 
and approved by common authority, ought to be rebuked 
_ openly (that other may fear to do the like) as he that offen- 
deth againſt the common order of the Church, and hurteth 
the authority of the Magiſtrate, and woundeth the conlet> 
ences of the weak brethren. 

Every particular or national church hath authority to 
ordain, change, and aboliſh ceremonies or rites of the church 
ordained only by man's authority, ſo that all things be done to 
edifying.

XXXVI. Of Cenſecratien of Biſhops and Miniſters. 

b hm Book of Conſecration of Archbiſhops and Biſhops, 
and Ordering of Prieſts and Deacons, lately ſet forth in 
the time of Edward the Sixth, and confirmed at the fame 
time by authority of Parliament, doth contain all things ne- 
ceſſary to ſuch Conſecration and Ordering: neither hath it any 
thing that of itſelf is ſuperſtitious and ungodly. And therefore 
whoſoever are conſecrated or ordered according to the rites of 
that Book, fince the ſecond year of the forenamed King Ed- 
evard, unto this time, or hereafter ſhall be conſecrated or or- 
dered according to the fame rites ; we decree all ſuch to be 
wee orderly, and lawfully conſecrated and ordered. 8 

XXXVII. Of the Civil Magiſtrates. | 
HE King's Majeſty hath the chief power in this Realm 
of England, and other his dominions, unto whom the 
cChief government of all eſtates of this Realm, whether they 
be Eccleſiaſtical or Civil, in all cauſes doth appertain, and is 
not, nor ought to be ſubject to any foreign Juriſdiction. 

Where we attribute to the King's Majeſty the chief go- 
vernment, by which titles we underſtand the minds of ſome 
llanderous folks to be offended: we give not to our Princes the 
miniſtering either of God's Word or of the Sacraments, the

It is lawful for Chriſtian men, at the commandment of the 
Magiſtrate to wear weapons, and ſerve in the wars. 
„„ F Chriſtian men's Goods qohich are not common. 
HE riches and goods of Chriſtians are not common, 
as touching the right, title, and poſſeſſion of the ſame, 
as certain Anabaptiſts do falſly boaſt, Notwithſtanding, every 
man ought of ſuch things as he poſſeſſeth liberally to give 


alms te the poor, according to his ability.

XXXIX. Of a Chriſtian man's Oath. 

S we confeſs that vain and raſh ſwearing i is forbidden 
Chriſtian men by our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, and James his 
Apoſtle; ſo we judge that Chriſtian Religion doth not pro- 
hibit, but that a man may ſwear when the Magiſtrate re- 
quireth in a cauſe of faith and charity : ſo it be done ac-
